Death Tells of Young Men on 
Freight Throwing Ccal 


GRAND JURY MAY INVESTIGATE 


Coroner Finds That Black's Death 
Was Accidental— Had no Law­ 
ful Right on the Train 


Dr. Lowell M. Green, coroner, filed 
lis verdict this 
morning 
on the 
death of Louis Black, who was killed 
S iinda y night by being run over by a 
Big Four freight 
train 
in Milroy. 
The evidence taken by the 
coroner 
shows that the erowd of young men 
with Black was throwing coal from 
the car as the train passed 
through 
Milroy. At least one window is known 
to have been broken. 
Coroner Green 'finds that 
“said 
Louis Black came to 
his 
death by 
falling from a moving Big 
Four 
freight train,' northbound, known as 
1st No. 94. 
The deceased having n>o 
lawful right to be on s-aid train fell 
acciden ally about 6:30 p. m. Febru­ 
ary 25, 1917 and was run over by 
fifteen to twenty freight cars in Mil­ 
roy, Undiana, about twentv-five feet 
north of Section 
House 
No. 
24. 
Death was due to accidental trau­ 
matism by being run over 
by Big 
Four freight ears and was instan­ 
taneous.” 
Coroner Green examined only three 
witnesses, all of whom were eompnn- 
ions of Black on the train. The ease 
was so plainly accidental that addi- 
ditional evidence was not necessary. 
The verdict makes it plain that 
the 
coroner believes Black had no legal 
right on the train and in this respect 
the railroad company is not held re­ 
sponsible. 
The evidence taken by the coroner 
shows 
that Black’s brother 
Paul 
Black, stopped the 
train and that 
they all got off and went hack 
to 
see who,had fallen off. 
It was then 
they found it was Louis Black. 
‘Since the tragedy there has beer, 
considerable talk in Milroy of an in­ 
vestigation by' the 
grand 
jury re­ 
garding the throwing of eoal from the 
moving train. 
It was stated that the 
coal was thrown fr m the car all the 
way through 
Milroy and that the 
practice is a dangerous one. The a t­ 
tention of the grand jury may Ik* 
called to this.

The recent cold snap in Florida 
was the most 
disastrous 
since the 
famous freeze of 1895. 
Some idea 
of its severity and the injury to veg 
etation may be gained from a letter 
written by a former Rushville man 
now living near Fort Myers. 
This 
city is located about 90 miles south 
of St. 
Petersburg and 
270 miles 
south of 
Jacksonville. 
Both Fort 
Myers and St. Petersburg are sup­ 
posed to be far below the frost line 
and 
Jacksonville is 
about as far 
south as Mobile. 


The former Rushville man locatec 
near Ft. Myers 
writes as 
follows 
“We were out on a camp hunt a week
